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DURING THE SUMMER OF 1965. 5 AGENCIES SPONSORED A 
HEADSTART PROJECT FOR 4500 CHILDREN FROM THE GREATER 
CLEVELAND OHIO AREA. EFFORTS WERE CONCENTRATED ON ORGANIZING 
5 ENDEAVORS. (1) THE DIRECTORS OF THE 5 AGENCIES WORKED 
TOGETHER TO ESTABLISH STANDARDS FOR PSYCHOLOGICAL EVALUATION 
PROCEDURES. (2) FROM 8 CENTERS. 125 HEADSTART CHILDREN AND 
125 NON-HEADSTART CHILDREN WERE CHOSEN AT RANDOM AS SAMPLES 
IN A PROGRAM TO DEVELOP CLASSROOM OBSERVATION METHODS. (3) 

THE SAME GROUPS OF CHILDREN WERE TESTED ON THE PRE-SCHOOL 
INVENTORY AND PEABODY PICTURE VOCABULARY TEST BY PARENTS AND 
PSYCHOLOGY GRADUATE STUDENTS TO STUDY THE EFFECTIVENESS OF 
HEADSTART PARENTS AS ADMINISTRATORS OF PSYCHOLGICAL TESTS. 

(4) ALL 250 CHILDREN WERE TESTED DURING THE THIRD WEEK OF THE 
PROGRAM AND BEFORE THE END OF SCHOOL. DATA CONCERNING 50 
SELECTED CHILDREN WERE GIVEN SPECIAL EXAMINATION AS A 
FOLLOWUP STUDY. (5) TWO SERVICE AND RESEARCH POSSIBILITIES' 
DISCUSSED WERE A JOINT PROGRAM OF CLEVELAND AREA

Inventory, and Piyohologioal Screening Bevioeo To the end of more, uaable 
and valid reattlaa, and moat important to get the job done, fifty (30) 
teatera were Xooated and trained in the adminiatratlon of the Pre-aohool 
Xnventoxy and the PP7T* The total number of pre-teata and poat-teata ad- 
miniateredt Pi*e-aohool Inventory— 23741 PIVT— 473o ®»e Behavior Inven- 
tory and Piyohologioal Soreenlng Bevioeo wore completed by the teaohera on 
all ohildreno Group neetinga and, when neoeaeary, intUvidual oonferenoea 
were held with the teaohen to diaouaa the prooedurea for which they had 
reaponalbilitye 

An unantlol|)ated effcupt waa required in the area of aoanning teat 
reaulta and Record Book keeping« The nationally eetabllahed plan of Records 
Clerks broke down, thus, initially, requiring the training and usage of 
ti me of the testing personnel to oversee and carry out these tasks o When 
the Records Clerks were employed (in late August), it waa necessary to 
orient, train, and supervise their efforts in the scanning and record 
keeping slnoe no trainer waa supplied* 



b) Beveloping of methodolo^ for olassroom observation of a 
sample of Headstart (RS) Children and a comparison group— 
Non-Headstart (NHS) Children* 



The central theoretical interest of this follow-up study is the manner 
in which ohildren demonstrate their attainment of concepts within the class-

TTom 50 parent volunteersy a group of ten were selected fwr Gaining 
in the administration of the Pre-sohool Inventory and Peabody Piotuw 
Vcoabulary Test* Three parents were unable to arrange to complete the 
tralningy sad time did not permit replacements*

RpeliBlnary analyala ahova an overall percentage of agreement between 
parenta and graduate atudanta of jGjfr on the Rre*aohool Invento^o There 
was very high oonaiatenoy amongat the parent teatera (749^ to 
even thou^ the range In aohool attainment waa trom 9^ grade to 12th grmda. 
The range of difference in teat aoorea between the parent and graduate 
atudent teeter on the FFVT waa from 0 to 22. The average deviation waa 5931

d) Implementation of Follow-up study Involving the BS 
ohlldren and their NHS compariaon group 



At the time of thia reporting the following full time and part time 
ataff are employedt prinoiple inveatlgatorp reaearoh aaaiatant» aeoretaryt 
seven observers f and three testers* ^e ataff makeup will be maintained 
until June I966 except for the limited use of the testers until Ootober 1» 
19650 The obaervera are Involved in the. last phase of orientation and 
training in the use of observational teohniquep and have become very 
oonveraant with the target concept areas*

TtM final samples have been established with the 250 ohlldren (125 BS| 
125 RBS) distributed amongst 15 schools and 25 blaasea in the Cleveland 
Public Sohoola* The 50 ohlldren who will be Intensively observed (an hour 
per week) are located in all of the schools and most of the classes* It 
should also be noted that there are some pure olasses* Special exam- 
ination will \m given to the data of the ohlldren in these groups* 

In action to comparing the development of BS and NHS ohlldren t there 
will be a comparison of children in olasses of Summer Head Start thaohers 
(12) and Hon-Head Start Teachers (l5)o This may give some indication of 
the impact of the Summer program on the practices of the teaching personnel* 
However* it is clearly established that this is not a study of teacher 
behavior or effeotiveness*

1) Ur. Charles ItoClelland* nedloal direotor of the Counoll of Churches 
and Connunity Action for Youth t Headetart frograast has indicated interest 
in establishing a Joint program of Cleveland Area pe^triol^ 
ohologlsts in the more effective deteotion and servioing of tto ^svlsting 
ohild of the inner city* Wreot training of parents in reaching the ohild 
will be oentral in such a prograao Further,# there is intejrest in comparing 
oi-fy and suburban ohlldren# with similar ethnio backgrounds # on 
medloal and psyohologioal factors* 



2) Efforts to implement institutional ohimge have been given oonsid* 
arable thou^t. As sugges^d in another seotion of tWs 
disadvantaged oonnunltlee (as well as other areas) miidit be trained to vera 
with teachers in the direct care of children in the olassroom. Suoh a pro- 
ieot would involve the selection# training and supervision of a j^up of 
meh parents. Impact on the children within the olassroom would be oon- 
trasted with olassroooe in which such parents were not Furthw# 

the tnpaot of this eicperience of the parents on their own children would 
be measured* A method for defining the task so that the parent oan 
sttooessfully disoharge it# is being developed*
